The  applicant  plans  to  rebuild  and  resell  antique  cars.  He 
plans  to  initially  use  approximately  2 1/2  acres  for  the 

facility  site  and  then  expand  to  5 acres. 

State  law  requires  all  wrecking  facilities  to  be  licensed 
and  screened  from  public  view.  All  junk  vehicles  stored  at  the 
site  must  be  screened  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the 
centerline  of  any  public  road.  Facilities  must  also  be  in 
compliance  with  local  land  use  zoning  ordinances  and  not  have  a 
significant  impact  on  the  environment. 


Potential  Impacts  on  Physical  Environment. 

2.  Water  quality,  quantity,  and  distribution 

Typically,  the  operation  of  wrecking  facilities  over  time 
characteristically  results  in  accidental  spillages  of  motor 
fluids  from  dismantling  and  recycling  operations.  Examples  of 
such  fluids  include  motor  fuel,  oil,  coolant,  brake  fluids,  and 
grease.  Potential  impacts  to  water  quality  exist  from 
contaminated  fluids  entering  the  groundwater  or  draining  into 
surface  waters. 

The  applicant  plans  to  store  and  recycle  waste  oil  and 
anti-freeze.  No  waste  motor  fluids  will  be  disposed  of  on-site. 
If  operated  properly,  the  only  potential  contamination  will  be 

from  accidental  spillages  only. 

DHES  considers  this  potential  impact  as  minor  because  13 
groundwater  at  the  proposed  site  is  not  shallow  t75’  depth  to 
water);  2)  the  silt  and  clay  soils  at  the  site  will  prevent 
rapid  immigration  of  contaminants  to  the  groundwater;  and  3)  no 
surface  waters  are  located  close  to  the  site. 

Montana  law  prohibits  the  disposal  of  liquid  or  solid  waste 
in  an  area  where  they  are  likely  to  cause  pollution  or  create  a 
public  nuisance.  Violations  of  the  water  pollution  law  are 
enforceable  by  the  Montana  Water  Quality  Act.

5.  Aesthetics 

The  public  roads  from 
screened  are  Interstate  90 


which  the  proposed  facility  must  be 
to  the  north,  old  Highway  10  to  the 


north  and  Pulp  Mill  Road  to  the  east  and  south.  A 10'  high 
embankment  shields  the  facility  from  the  west  and  south.  The 
applicant  has  constructed  and  erected  both  permanent  and 
temporary  10’  high  wooden  fences  (see  attached  diagram  of  fences 
and  sketch  of  the  facility)  to  screen  the  facility  from  public 
roads.  To  be  in  compliance  with  state  law,  the  fence  must  be 
extended  to  the  west  so  that  no  junk  vehicles  can  be  visible 
from  the  above  roads,  and  additional  boards  must  be  placed  at 
the  posts  so  that  the  fence  meets  density  standards. 

The  applicant  plans  to  expand  the  facility  to  5 acres  as 
time  and  money  allow.  The  screening  must  be  expanded  to  shield 
the  new  storage  areas  from  public  view  before  those  areas  can  be 
used. 

State  law  requires  the  facility  to  be  screened  from  view  of 
public  roads,  not  private  roads  and  residences.  However,  the 
facility  will  be  screened  from  existing  residences  and  a private 
road  west  of  it  by  either  natural  topography  or  an  attractive 
wooden  fence.  DHES  thus  considers  the  potential  aesthetic 
impact  of  the  proposed  facility  to  be  minor.

The  anticipated  successful  operation  of  this  proposed 
facility  should  have  at  least  a minor  positive  impact  on  all  the 
above  criteria.  In  addition  to  employment  and  income 
•o-ppor  trj-r.  « t-i^es  for  tbo  applicants  and  any  employees,  vehicle 
salvage  yards  can  have  beneficial  economic  impacts  on  secondary 
trades  and  industries.  Examples  of  these  are  construction, 
shipping,  advertising,  vehicle  repairs,  insurance,  and 
c ommu  n i c a t i o n . 

4.  Agricultural  or  industrial  production 
11.  Industrial  and  commercial  activity 

Most  of  the  land  near  the  facility  is  used  for  agriculture 
(pasture  land)  or  for  rural  residences.  This  facility  may  alter 
the  perception  that  the  area  is  agricultural  in  nature  and, 
thus,  precipitate  other  commer c i a I / i ndus t r i a I development 
nearby.  This  change  in  land  usage  realistically  began  when  the 
area  was  subdivided  in  acres  too  small  for  agricultural  use  to 
be  economically  feasible. 

Facilities  such  as  this  are  generally  self-supporting 
and/or  use  support  provided  in  the  area.  Only  rarely  will  the 
establishment  of  a wrecking  facility  influence  the  decision  of 


others  (e.g.  auto  body  shop)  to  establish  auxiliary  businesses 
close  to  and  because  of  the  facility.  Therefore,  DHES  considers 
the  potential  impact  to  agricultural  production  and 
comme r c i a I / i n d u s t r i a I activity  minor. 


9.  Distribution  and  density  of  population  and  housing 

Wrecking  facilities,  particularly  unscreened  ones,  are 
typically  considered  eyesores  and  detrimental  to  property 
values.  The  potential  negative  impact  to  residences  near  the 
proposed  facility  will  be  minimized  by  the  screening  of  the 
facility  in  accordance  with  state  law.  However,  the  facility 
may  discourage  residential  development  of  adjacent  property. 


10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

State  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials  will  be 
routinely  inspecting  the  facility  to  assure  compliance  with 
state  law.  A minor  increase  in  demand  for  local  fire  protection 
and  law  enforcement  may  result  from  establishing  this  business. 


13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

According  to  a signed  certification  on  the  license 
application,  Missoula  County  has  no  zoning  regulations  which 
would  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a wrecking  facility  at  this 
I o c a t ion. 


14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows
